ation in the vicinity oC 
Greenville, 


Miss., is alarming. The reported break 
at Wayside, nine miles south of that 
city, is fully confirmed and the latest 
reports are to the effect that the -water 
is pouring Uirough a crevasse 500 yards 
in width -with tremendous force. 


But the raost startling news reached 


Memphis at 6 o'clock. A telegram 
from 
Pertshire, 48 miles north of 


Greenville, an<l immediate!}1- at the 
head o£ the fertile Yazoo delta, states 
tbat a break has occurred in the main 
levee there. Just how serious this 
break is the telegram does not state, 
but special trains loaded with laborers 
and sacks of sand have been hurriedly 
dispatched to tie s^ene. 


If the break at Pertshiro assumes 


anything like the proportions of the. 
crevasse a: "V^ayside the destruction 
•will be ^enormous. 
The waters -will 


sweep over the rich farm lands of 
Bolivar, "Washington, Sharkey, Jase- 
queena. Warren, Yazoo and SuoHower 
counties in the Mississippi and the loss 
to stock and porperty will be appalling. 


T<»n thousand men line the ievee be- 


tween Memphis and Vieksburg, -watch- 
ing and workinsr ivitir a dsperaUon al- 
most pitiable. 


The warning sent out by the weather 


bureau from Washington is having its 
effect. Many of the inhaJjitanis of the 
delta hare corralled their animals on 
high strips of land and moved their 
families out cf danger's reach. The 
situation at Memphis 1s nlxMit the 
same.

turning to the arbitration treaty the 
senate gave an hour to routine busi- 
ness in open session. Resolutions 
•were agreed to by Mr, Pettigrew of 
Sottth Dakota, asking the secretary of 
the interior for informarron relative to 
Pre*ideat Cleveland's sweeping order 
establishing forest reserves and by Mr. 
Gallinger of New Hampshire, calling 
on the civil sen-ice eon-mission for the 
reason why certain i_iass"s of workmen 
were subjected to competitive exam- 
ination contrary to she tew exempting 
laborers from the classified service. 


Tho flrst phase of the tariff 5n the 


senate made its appearance in a sen- 
ate resolution by Mr. Allen of Ne- 
braska, declaring that tariff taxes on 
articles of daily consumption 
should 


not -be laid so as to enrich one class 
at the expense of the masses. It went 
over. 


Mr. Hoar, from the judiciary com- 


mittee, reported favorably the bill to 
prevent 
kinetoscope exhibitions of 


prizefights In the District of Columbia 
and the territories, and to prohibit the 
slipping che material for the exhibi- 
tion. 


Mr. Morgan ot Alabama siiDmiited a 


minority re-port on the bill for a com- 
mission to settle the Centra! Pacific 
railroad 
indebtedness to the govern- 


ment. 


The bill -ras passed for the settle- 


ment of an account between Arkansas 
and the United States. It involves a 


yniflnt by the state of a balance of 


$160,000. 


COXSlBKRABf.K FRICTION. 


The Debate on Tariff Can«e« Several I'ass- 


uj?e* at Arm*. 


'Washington, March 30.—This was by 


far the most exciting day the house 
has witnessed since the tariff 
debate 


began. The proceedings 
throughout 


•were of a 
lively order and several 


times bordered on the sensational. 


The Democrats blocked proceedings 


in the first instance by demancimg the 
presence of a quorum before allowing 
any- legislative work. Mr. Richardson 
offered dilatory motions, but 
finally 


witudrem- them, saying, "Let the other 
side work out its own puzzle.." 


"There is no puzzle." remarked the 


Fpeaker, "except the 
indolence of 


members." 


"We have as many present on this 


side as the majority has." observed 
Mr. Richardson. 


Mr. Shafroth (silver Rep., Colo) in- 


veighed against obstruction, declaring 
that the failure of the tariff bill in the 
house or senate would be the 
most 


disastrous blow that rould be struck 
at silver. The tariff 
bill should be 


passed and the issiso clearly drawn be- 
tween gold and silver. 


A somewhat sensational scene oc- 


curred at this juncture •which necessi- 
tated the summoning of Speaker Reed 
front his room. Mr. Johnson 
(Rep., 


Ind.) entered an exceedmRly vigorous 
protest against the irrelevant discus- 
sions with \vhii-h the time of the house 
WAS being taken 
up, 
and after Mr. 


Sherman of New York, who TWS in the 
chair, had ruled him out of order, he 
continued to protest. 


Twenty times the irate Indianlan 


•was admonished to Uke his seat, but 
thn latter continued his defiance-. The 
greatest confusion 
pre'v ailed. 
The 


speaker tvas hurriedly summoned Mr. 
Johnson continued to stand defiantly 
in his place. Suddenly tbc doors burst 
open and the large form of the speaker 
came into view. His face was flushed 
As he appeared on the scene. Mr. John- 
sou quickly dropped dmvn into his 
seat. 


Tho speaker 
looked toward Mr. 


Johnson, who arosn and in calm tones 
said he desired to get on with the bill, 
so that he would have an opportunity 
to offer some amendments toward the 
close. 


The speaker replied in a concilia- 


tory spirit. 


The house then went back into com- 


mittee and proceeded with the debate. 
Mr. Bland of Missouri wanted 15 min- 
utes to discuss the silver question, but 
was given five, and during the wran- 
gle Mr. Barlow (Dem,, Cul 1 moved 
that all debate bo ended and that "we 
close this blamed farce." 


A committee 
amendment adding 


looking plntcs to the varieties of glass 
dutiable at 10 per cent :id valorem was 
adopted, and then Mr. Bland contin- 
ued his remarks and wedged in sev- 
eral five-minute free silver speeches 
on various amendments, thereby mak- 
ing a sort of continued speech. 


Mr. Simpson ut this juncture offered

ued. "To reply categorically to your 
Question, I do not hesitate to say I 
think these duties could be reduced 
without detriment either to the tvco!- 
grower or the wool manufacturer." 


Mr. Walker of Massac-hnsetts also at- 


tacked the position Of jjjs colleagues 
and trie "extraordinary discussion," as 
Mr. Dhigley termed it, drew from the 
majority leader a vigorous statement 
about the cotton and woolen sched- 
ules. He said that it was the unani- 
mous testimony of the cotton manu-\ 
faeturers that they could not maintain 
their own ia the manufacture of the 
finer goods without the duties in this 
bill.

general of the Cuban army, with the 
fnll paj of an officer of that rank. 


So far have the negotiations progress- 


ed that Dr Lamphear has been sent his 
transportation from St. Louis to Ha- 
vand, and as soon as a few /unfinished 
preliminaries can be arranged he will 
leave for the Cuban seat of war —Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer. 


.To Xteviye Xopolobampo. 


H M. Brentleycf Philadelphia has 


applied to the Mexican government for 
a renewal of the Topolobampo co-opera- 
tive colony concession which was forfeit- 
ed recently by A. K. Owen. Mr. Brent- 
ley 13 a follower of Bellamy and is said 
to have a large amount of American 
capital bade of his enterprise, which, in 
addition to the establishment of a co- 
operative American colony at Topolo- 
bampo, embraces the btuldmg of a rail- 
road from that place to the city of Chi- 
hnabtia, across the Sierra Madremoun- 
tains. Mr. Brentley is now pushing his 
enterprise with the government

Major Lev, a iifgro, who is now a 


stalwart uiaa. but was a stripling when 
Cist incarcerati-id. baa just been released 
from the Georgia state peuir-autiary, or 
more properly from the chaiu gang at 
Hoodoo, in Johnson county, after a 
term of 14 years at bard labor. It has 
been found thai his iiupriscaiweut was 
dne to an error. 


la the fall of 1SS2 Major iJee was a 


lad working in Bollock conniy on a lit- 
tle farai managed by a relative of the 
same name. One day be- and bis cousin, 
Elbert Lee, accompanied the old man 
to Savannah to sell the crop of c-oitou 
which they bad grown on tie farm. 
After the cotton bad been sold the old 
man put the money into bis pocket and 
he and the two boys started for home. 
That night they camped about ten miles 
from the city, and on the following 
morning Major appeared at the house of 
a backwoods farmer and reported that. 
somebody had attacked aud murdered 
bis uncle during the night and bad 
beaten his cousin Elbert on the head 
mini he was almost dead. An investi- 
gation revealed the fact that the body 
of the dead man had been robbed. The 
younger man was still alive, but was 
aot able to give any account of the at- 
tack. Major Lee claimed to have been 
frightened by the noise of th<S attack 
and to have fled, thus escaping with his 
life. 


Major Lee was arrested and carried 


to Savannah jail, where ho was kept 
until his trial came off. The court ap- 
pointed Colonel Falligant to defend 
him, and the jury brought in a verdict 
of gnilty, with a recommendation to 
mercy, which, under the laws of Geor- 
gia, saved him from the gallows/ A 
motion for a new trial was made, and 
the case was taken to the supreme court 
on appeal. That was in 18S3, and soon 
afterward Major Lee was turned over 
to the lessees of the state penitentiary 
and sent to the coal mines at Cole City 
to begin serving a life sentence. In tho 
meantime the supreme court granted 
Lee a new trial on the ground' that the 
evidence in the case; which was purely 
circumstantial, was insufficient to war- 
rant a conviction. 
' Colonel Palligant was elevated to (ha 
bench, and new counsel was appointed 
to defend Lee when the new trial should j 
come off. But weeks lengthened into! 
months and:months into years, and Lee 
continued'to delve in the mines at Cole | 
City. For 12 years he remained there, 
although he was entitled to a new trial, 
and lie would have been there until 
now had not the lessees of the coal mine 
property failed to pay certain f lies im- 
posed upon them by the governor, 
which resulted in tho annulment of 
their contract with the state, and the 
convicts in their charge were turned 
over to another lessee, and Lee was re- 
moved from his -dungeon underground 
to toil- at a sawmill at Hoodoo. That 
was -done last year, said Lee remained 
at the sawmill until the case v/as un- 
earthed in the clerk's office in Savannah, 
and it caused a sensation. The princi- 
pal keeper of the penitentiary at once 
ordered James, the lessee in charge of 
Hocdco cainp, to send Lee to Savannah. 
He was kept in jail a few days, and 
Judge Galloway was requested to call a 
special session of the superior court to 
give .Lee a new trial, as Judge Falli- 
gant was disqualified. 


On the call of the case there was no 


prosecutor, as those . interested in the 
case had all died or moved av?ay, and 
Lse was released from custody •after 
having served for H years la the chain 
gang for a crime of which be has never 
been proved guilty. Under the peniten- 
tiary regulations this amounts to a 20 
year term. 


When first released, Lee did not seem 


to know what to do with himself. Ho 
had been cut off from all association 
with the outsitlt! world so long that he 
could scarcely realize what freedom 
meant. With his aged= father .he left the 
city dud -will now takeiip the old rou- 
tine of plantation work where he left 
off many years ago. — New York Sun. 


Home For Erin'* Sons. 


The Irish-American societies of New 


York city have iivhaud the project of 
putting up a grand building to be known 
as the Irish palace. The first move will 
take tho shape of a fair, which, it is 
expected, will yield sufficient funds. 


The fair will be held in the Grand 


Central palace, commencing May JO 
and continuing until May 30. Tliero 
will bo 82 tables, one for each Irish 
. county represented, and the Irish volun- 
teers will have ii booth of their own. 
The whole building will bo used, and 
tho "committees'.aro arranging novel at- 
tractions for the entertainment.—New 
York World.

It is now be- 
lieved that, Lo»i rivor runs directly un- 
der the town of Orleans. This belief is 
liased mainly upon tho fact that during 
the rtxii'&i flood tho \vaUT burst forth 
from what was IJUPJXI&*! to be a .<iuu!l 
cave iu such volumes that thu towiiwas 
flooded. The water has now ceased to 
flow from the cave, but any one stand- 
ing near the t*utntu(» can bear the rash- 
ing of the torrent, apparently hundreds 
of feet below. 


The explanation of the sudden ap- 


pearance of the water at the cave is that 
owing to the great volume can-sed by 
the rain the subterranean channel was 
insufficient to Ciirry it off, and the pres- 
sure became so great that it socght re- 
lief .through tho cave. This helief i: 
farther confirmed because some years 
ago there was an attempt to bore foi 
gas at Orleans. After a depth of 500 
feet had been reached water gnshed 
forth with terrific force and continued 
to flow for iuany mouths.—Cleveland 
Plain Dealer.

Hermit In X«w Mexico I* Thoncht to He 


a Survivor of That Knee. 


A story is published in Denver that 


rivals the greatest deeds of fiction in tiio 
embellishment of details. It is claimed 
for the correspondent that he is perfect- 
ly reliable and entitled to full credit, 
and his own paper vouches for the truth 
of every word contained ia a dispatch 
from Tres Pidras, N. M. 


According to tho story. Lock Walnis-

Sc*perate Straits • to Which She Has Baea 


Reduced by tlio Gold Standard. 


Industrial prostration following tue 


adoption- of the single gold standard is 
noc confined to the United States. Other 
debtor nations -which have taken that 
unwise course are experiencing evils 
similar to those which now afflict us. 


In the mass of news dispatches a few 


days ago.was one which has probably 
not received tbe attention it merits. It 
»as dated at Valparaiso the 21st nit., 
snd read: 


Great distress 
prevails here and 


throughout Chile. There is a lack of or- 
eers, and nearly all manufacturers have 
closed their shops. Idle workingnieu 
congregate in many of tho towns and 
beg the authorities for employment to 
save themselves and their families from 
starvation. 
One thousand artisans of 


this city who are without v'ork have ap- 
pointed-a delegation .to visit the presi- 
dent at Santiago and present to him n 
memorial showing their desperate situ- 
ation. 


About a year ago Chile went, to tha 


single- gold basis. At that time the fact 
was proclaimed as additional evidence 
of the progress of monometallism. Chile 
was lauded as tho most progressive oi 
all the South American republics, and 
the people of this country were assured 
that they should take the act-ion of that 
government as a guide for their own 
conduct Probably tho fact; and the as- 
sertion had something to-do with im- 
pressing soi.no minds with the belief 
that gold was to become the msiversaj 
standard.

All the progress and prosperity ol 


Chile wero attained in tbo years when 
silver had tho largest placo iu her coin- 
age.

Besides this 
influence, British interests in Chilo aro

Adams lias befcu a guide aud trapper 


in the north woods for many years', but 
uever before did his actually encounter 
any savage wolves. Along toward noon 
the other day Adams took his gun down 
from its rack in tbo lodge tuid sallied 
forth in search of game. 


Adam had heard that «rrt-ral wolves 


had been sknlking about a lumber camp 
near by, but he had no idea that then; 
were many of the animals in that sec- 
tion of tbo wxjds. Adau:s hugged the 
frozen shores of tho lake for more than 
a mile. He was about to push np tho 
mountain side when his ears heard the 
panting of a deer hard pressed by u 
pack of wolves. 


The deer suddenly burst into view 


and shot out on the ice with all tho des- 
perato speed its worn frame could com- 
mand.

Clerk was instructed to notify the 


Lima Northern Ballway Go. to repair 
street crossings on Sugar street. 


Robert Hill was granted permis- 


sion to remove a building. 


Sopt. Charle* Currle, of the Lima 


Street Railway Co., petitioned tor 
permission to extend the 
double 


tracks across the south Main street 
Bridge. Referred to the street com 
mittee. 


Bid of Jacob Custer for the pro- 


posed improvement of Metcalf street, 
from Wayne street to the Ellda road, 
was read. The engineer's estimate 
of the cost was $892, and Mr Caster's 
bid was »87l 30. Clerk stated that 
Mr. Ouster's was the only bid re- 
ceived. 


Mr. Harmon said other bids were 


prepared but came in late and were 
aot received. 


The engineer said that the bid was 


20 cents lower per front foot than the 
cost of the Greenlawo avenue im- 
provement. 


Mr. Miller favored competition 


He wanted the bid rejected and the 
work re-advertised. 


Upon motion the matter was re- 


ferred to the street committee. 


The clerk read three bids received 


upon the construction of the pro- 
posed north Cemetery street sewer. 
The bid of Ru9 & Finfrock, at 40 
cents per foot, was announced the 
lowest and the contract was awarded 
to that firm. 


PAVING ESTIMATES. 


The engineer submitted the follow- 


ing estimates of the cast of proposed 
paving: West North street, 13,550 
square yards, 130,500; north Main 
street, 10,000 square yards, 817,000: 
west Market street, 29,360 square 
yards: *6G,500. The reports were re- 
ceived. 


The engineer recommended that 


steps be taken to provide for the put- 
ting in of service pipes and connec- 
tions where paving is to be done. 


The engineer was instructed to as- 


certain and report the condition of 
the sewer on north Main street, be- 
tween the public square and the P , 
Fc W. & C. Railroad, the west 2sorth 
street sewer, Baker sewer, and an 
8 inch sewer ic Spring street, be- 
tween Metcalf and ifye streets. 


Tim engineer stated that the Main 


street sewer might not be of a suffi- 
cient depttt at some future time 
when larger buildings with deeper 
basements may be constructed. He 
also stated that in his opinion the 
Spring street sewer referred to was 
not large enough.

that the Spring street sewer was 
stopped up.

property owners had asked that the 
clause be inserted, but that the pav- 
ing committee had rejected It. 


Mr. Stephens moves tbat the clause 


be inserted in the specifications. 


Mr. Brotherton objected to the 


clause, stating that there were many 
new materials that were as good as 
Trinidad or Bermuda asphalt— that 
the five year clauie would be too 
much of a monopoly of certain old 
asphalts. 


Mr. Stephens said his motion was 


the sense of a great many property 
owners. 


S. S. Wheeler, who is a property 
rner ou North street, stated that 


Lima had not had much experience 
in paving, and that the property 
owners on west North street did not 
want to pay for any asphalt compa- 
ny's experiment. 
He said they were 


not afraid of any monopoly under the 
five yez.r clause and felt assured that 
ihe council would protect them if, 
when the bids come in, there should 


e any appearance of a monopoly. 
Mr. Brotherton said that the North 


treet property owners were not ex- 
pending their own money exclusively 
tor the improvement, but that every 
ax payer in the city was paying a 
portion of the cost of paying of the 
street. 
Be thought that the five 


year clause would let in only the 
Trinidad and Bermuda asphalt. 


W. B. Richie also addressed the 


council in favor of requiring the test. 
He said there were plenty of compa- 
nies that could bid upon and compete 
for the work under that provision. 


Mr. Foley favored a ten year guar- 


antee. He stated that E M. Ayets, 
the Spring street contractor, had told 
him that he had pavements down 
which had been down for seven years. 


Mr Ayers, who was present, stated 


that the material be expected to put 
on Spring s:reet had not been in use 
for five years, but if the five year test 
clause should be inserted he wnu'd 
bid upon the California aspnalt, while 
at the same time he considered the 
Assyrian material, which will be 
used on Spring streeu, a better mate- 
rial 


W. L. Parmenter stated that lie 


was a Market street property owuer 
anfl understood with the other peil 
tloners OB that street that not one 
word or clause should be inserted by 
the city council by which any single 
compejitor should be shut out 
He 


sud that the Market street peop'e 
wanted the best pavement tiicy cou'd 
get for the least money. Referring 
to the North street petition, he said 
that when it was started it bad a 
provision requiring Lake asphalt, and 
it went along all right until it was 
presented to a citizen who saw mo- 
nopoly in the word "Lake," and then 
it was eliminated from the petition. 


ifr. McVey stid he was not In favor 


of any experiments: he had seen suffi- 
cient in his own business. 


Mr. Hughes said he would oppose 


any provision tbat would let a com- 
pany come into the city and dictate 
its own price that the city sbcu'd 
pay for its -material. He said he 
owned property on Spring street, and 
had no money to burn, and would be 
a fool to pay a thousand dollars for a 
poor pavement, but would be equally 
foolish to pay a given price for a 
pavement when one as good could be 
secured for leas money, 


M.r 
Miller thought the Spring 


street materiel an experiment, and 
thojght that If the North street 
pecple wanted material that had been 
tested they should have it, he did not 
think it would bar competition. 


F. W. Holmes, of Market street, 


stated tbat all the people ol that 
street with whom he bad talked were 
In -favor of open competition, and 
added that a majority of Market 
street property owners would with- 
draw tbeir signatures Jf they thougbt 
the bidding would not be open to ail 
competition. He was opprsed to the 
nve year clause. 


Mr. ffoley called for the question 


fpeeineatioos 
Mr. Van Eman sec 


ceded the motion. 


Gus Kalb interrupted the proceed 


ings, giatltu; that he was one who 
had assisted in circulating the pe 
tition on Market street, and had un- 
derstood himself and had told other 
signers of the petition that the bid- 
ding should be open to all eompeti 
tion. 


Mr. Hughes arose to fight Mr. Har- 


mon's motion wlta more vigor and 
earnestness, if possible, than be dis- 
played in opposing the 5 year clause 
in the North street specifications. 
'•Gentlemen," he said, "if you think 
you can crowd this thing down the 
throats of the Market street people, 
go ahead, but I warn you that you 
will stir up a hornet's nest that will 
make it hot for you. J tell you that 
the people of Market street who 
signed this petition, expecting to 
have open competition, will not sub- 
mit to any such an outrage." 


H. L. Brlce stated tbat Messrs 


Van Dyke and Ohler who had circu- 
lated the petition, were the first 
people to go to the engineer to have 
vhe limitation clause inserted. He 
said that he represented 1,500 front 
feet of Market street property and 
knew that the owners of that front- 
age favored the test clause. 


W. L. Parmenter quickly responded 


to Mr. Brice, saying- "I'll answer 
the gentleman in his own breath; 
Mr. Ohler told me that the bidding 
should be open to competition and if 
tie told other people different, he told 
two stories. I can tell you tbat 
many of the Market street people 
will withdraw their signatures before 
they will submit to having a monoo- 
oly thrust upon them " 


Mr. Foley said he understood that 


about 
one-fourth 
of the Market 


street people opposed the test llmita 
tion. 


Mr. Hughes moved to amend by 


deferring the matter for one week. 
The motion was defeated by the fol- 
lowing vote: Yeas—Chapm, Hughes, 
Kiplinger. 
Snyder, and Standish. 


Nays—Foley, Harmon, McVey, Mil- 
ler, Stephens, and Van Eman. 


The result of this vote leaves noth- 


ing done in the Market street mat- 
ter. The motion to defer it lost, but 
it was necessarily deferred because 
the adjournment was taken before 
my further action could be taken. 
The North street specifications have 
not been sdopted as amended. 


At 11:20 o'clock the council ad- 


journed to meet one week from to- 
night.

Outer 
Heron is a wooded island of 100 acres or 
so, with. considerable elevation and told, 
rocky shores. It has plenty of fresh wa- 
ter, and its desse growth of eprnces, 
pines aad firs breaks iao forca of winter 
gales. There is a good dwelling house 
on the island, and in winter & dozen or 
more lobster fishermen live ia shanties 
around the lirtie cove that serves as a 
harbor. The island was owned .by Bich- 
sn! H. EiK-erson, a Tertian, -who resided 
at East Beotbbay, J?roia him Mr. Mor- 
gan obtained permission, iu considera- 
tion of a, yearly rental, to stock the is- 
land with foses. 


An order was sent by ilr. Morgan to 


a for ttuuyaiiy, engaged in breeding 
black foxes on an island in Alaska, for 
a consignment of the animal?, and 30 
good specimens were started east. The 
journey tnok many mouths, being made 
by vessel and steamer to San Francisco 
aad thence overland, and when the cou- 


tiiiieiifc arrived at Eoothbay harbor 


only seven of the foxes were alive. 


These were jrat on Outer Heron abont 


a year ago, and they have thrived and 
multiplied from all indications. A lew 
months ago a company was formed uu- 
der the laws of -Maine to foster the in- 
dustry Mr. 3<f organ thinks h<*will make 
out of the fox raising business on Outer 
Heron. Mr. Knight has the reputation 
of being one of the best fos hunters in 
his county. He is familiar with the 
ways of the red fos, and has shot as 
many cf that variety as would stock two 
or three islands like Outer Heron. He 
is obliged to confess, however, that he 
knows very little about the black fox. 
Hs has set about the task of studying 
those on the island, bur with slight suc- 
cess as yetr Jor the valuable denizens of 
Outer Heron are very shy, unless hun- 
gry, and aa this has hem an open win- 
ter they have not ouifered for food. Mr. 
Knight talked entertainingly about the 
prospects of raising blackfoxes for mar- 
ket 


' 'We don't expect to get any returns 


light away," said Be, "but when we 
get the island well stocked we ought to 
do well. Last year there werebnly 1,700 
black and silver fox sfcius sold in Lon- 
don, the fur market of the world. They 
nearly all came from Alaska, and they 
were 14 months on the way. If wo can 
raise skins here we can get them to 
London 13 months earlier than they 
ccnld be sent from Alaska* 


' 'We intend to breed out all the light 


strain, or silver foxes, from our stock. 
A silver fos is by no means a cheap ani- 
mal—the pelt of a good one is worth 
$75 to $100 — but the black fos is much 
more valuable, the pelts being worth as 
high as $400 each." 


Mr. Knight is now arranging a feed- 


ing pen for the animals in the barn on 
the island. Recently a horse was taken 
to the island and killed in the woods. 
The animals hsive fed on. the carcass and 
have kept out of sight of the settlement 
at the shots. If driven out of the woods 
by snow to seek food, it is expected they 
will come to the barn and feed, and thus 
get the way of feeding there. After the 
animals have become tame enough to 
feed at the barn Mr Knight intends to 
lig traps to catch them. All "silvers" 
will be sorte.1 out and taken away, leav 
ing .only tlto,*>e with very dark coats It 
is expected that by this system of breed- 
ing animals with entirely bLick coats 
can be obtaued. — Boston Globe 


Potato ?atclieg. 


Thirteen American cities have now 


experimented with the system of vacant 
lot farming which the mayor of Detroit 
invented three years ago as a means oi 
helping destitute citizens to help them 
selves. The cities aze, besides Detroit, 
New York, Buffalo. Seattle, St. Louis, 
.Toledo. Boston. Brooklyn. Cincinnati, 
Dulutb, East Orange, St. Panl and Min- 
neapolis, and in every ono of them 
enough of benefit has been derived from 
the innovation tu warrant a continua- 
tion of it. Next suianjer it is believed 
that the plan will bo adopted in many 
other places. It-; rhief advantages arc- 
that it gm^s a ready means of distin- 
guishing the worthy poor who are will- 
ing to work from those to whom any 
form of industry is distasteful and that 


or not at all toward pauperizing those tc 
whom it is extended.—Ke\v York 
Times.

If 
they had beea set far enough apart to 
allow four IDWS of corn between each. 
row of trees, and the trees set one foot 
apart in the row, erery timber claim 
•would have been a success, because the 
trees -would have been cultivated at the 
right time to do them some good, and 
the farmer would have had something 
for his wort for the first two or three 
years. Forest trees must grow close to- 
gether if they are to be fit for anything; 
if far apart, they grow bushy, like aa 
apple tree. Each variety should be 
planted in separate rows, and small, 
yemng trees with good roots should be 
ased. Eeplnnt the nest year if replant- 
ing is necessary. Plant some quick 
growing kinds for firewood and slower 
growing Muds for timber, like walnut, 
jsh, oak and chestnut, but always snch 
duds as ara adapted to your locality 
aad soili or ycja will have nothing for 
your work." 


This last suggestion should be given 


careful attention, according to The 
Farm Journal, in which it originally 
appeared and which adds the informa- 
ion that soils containing a good deal of 
sand and gravel snit-tha chestnut, but 
it does not succeed on. heavy clay lands. 
On heavier soils the oaks grow well ; 
also walnut and hickories. On either 
light or heavy soil, provided thero is 
;ood natural drainage and liruo or 
marl exists in the slibsoii, the locnsn 
jrowswell and is a valuable timber. 
Some variety of the maples will' adapt 
itself to almost any sort of soil, from a 
sand bank to a swamp, but the maples, 
as a rale, are not valuable to grow ex- 
cept for fueL Ou alluvial soils the elm, 
iuttonwood, bar oak, ..linden, cottonr 
•wood, •vrilloyf and tho like find their 
natural habitat Pines; spruces and ce- 
dars find their natural conditions under 
particular circumstances of soil — mois- 
ture, temperature and altitude. .'. 


Another; correspondent of the same 


journal thinks the white pine (Pinna 
strobus; the most profitable tree to 
arrow oa much of the waste land of 
tho eastern and middle states, although 
be ~onld encourage the growing of all 
other timber and nut trees on lands 
suitable for them. Few places are so 
iiigh or low, so poor, rich or dry, that 
the white pine will not grow upon 
them. The Nebraska correspondent rec- 
ommends planting young' trees, but 
this is not always.and everywhere the 
best method. ' The cheapest and surest 
method for many kinds of trees is to 
sjrow them direct from the seeds. Mr. 
Lyiu<ai would plant the pine seed abont 
as thick as we plant corn, so as to have 
no large, -low limbs, but tall, smooth 
bodied, straight trees, and thin them 
often, so as to keep the trees intended 
for timber rapidly growing. Several 
thousand acres of sandy barrens have 
been profitably planted to the pitch pine 
and white pine in Bristol and Plymouth 
counties, Mass. 
' 
. 


The white oak, white ash and hicko- 


ry, planted four feet apart each way, 
would early furnish 1,000 or perhaps 
2,000 hoop poles to the aero from the 
ihinnlngs, and the later thinnings are 
very valuable timber. Tho rapid grow- 
ing. chestnut is for some lands probably 
iie most profitable tree to grow, as it 
is early fit for fencing and railroad ties, 
and the larger trees for "finishing" and 
othei lumber, saying nothing of its dc- 
icious nuts. . Good nut and sugar maple 
srchards ought to be generally oil every 
.arge farm for the nuts, .sugar and tiin- 
3er. The red or black oak' is :i quick 
growing, valnable tree. 


For fenceposts nothing is so good as 


;he locust, a tree easily and quickly 
jrown from seed on any farm, accord- 
iig to the journal quoted' from. 


HOT; to Use Lime. 


The most convenient method of ap- 


plying limo to the soilisthis: The fresh 
irirned lime is drawn direct from the 
uin aad spread on tJis liekl where it is 
to be used in small heaps two rods 
apart in each/direction. This divides the 
load into fortieths of an aero, and as 40 
Bushels of lime is the standing quantity 
applied this gives one bushel to each of 
these heaps. In a few days the lime 
slakes down into a fine powder by ab- 
sorption of moisture from the air. It is 
quite unncesssary, indeed not desirable, 
to go to the trouble of covering tho heap 
of lime wiiJl soil; the moisture of tho 
air or from one shower of rain ia suffi- 
cient to reduce the lime to a very flnu 
powcler,!%vhichis then very easily spread 
by a long handled shovel from each 
neap so as entirely to cover tho ground. 
Forty bushels to the aero will jnst 
whiten the land all over, says a Country 
Gentleman correspondent 


The Wheat Com Combination. 


The Cincinnati Price Current calls 


attention to tho substitution of corn in 
t)art for wheat in tho manufacture oi 
(heap flour. Cheap flour is demanded, 
and millers have resorted to every ex- 
pedient to furnish it. In corn they have 
found a cheap adulterant and :i whole- 
some one. It is stated that tho wlieat- 
com combination cannot Ixi disthigukli- 
<1 from tho pure wheat flour except Vy 
analysis. 


OATS AND PEAS FOR FODDER 


Far Soiling Foud Tlii. -Mixture 1» Not

Cut with the binder and tie ia small 
sheaves quite loosely; stand the sheaves 
np iu long shocks two and two. Don't 
thrash before feediag. If the crop be 
fed to caulo or sheep, they will do the 
thrashing and also the grinding in the 
best possible way. Wheu fed to cows, it 
maybe well to ran the misrare through 
a cutting box, for then other meal may 
be added very conveniently should it be 
wanted. It would not need to be thus 
prepared for sheep. They will do the 
cutting, thrashing and grinding." Thus 
writes Professor Thomas Shaw in The 
Rural Jfew Yorker, in reply to ques- 
tions asked by a Minnesota farmer aud 
referred to him. for answer. The follow- 
ing is also from his pen: 


In sowing this food, mix the seed and 


sow with, the grain drilL Bury 2% to 
S}4 inches, according to soil, and jnst 
when the young plants begia to show 
run over the ground with u slant tooth 
harrow. The proportions of the mixture 
must bo determined by the farmer him- 
self by actual test In the Gallatin 
Valley, ilcn., if one-third only of the 
mixture were oats, the oats would be 
overpowered with the peas. In southern 
Minnesota, with the same proportions 
of seed, the danger would be imminent 
that the peas would be overshadowed 
by the oats. In the eastern states, it 
will probably be found that the crop 
requires to be sown in about equal pro- 
portions. 


The advantages from sowing this 


crop are: First, to provide soiling food 
and fodder excellent in quality; second, 
to save the labor of thrashing and 
grinding, and, third, to secure tho 
consumption of all the straw on account 
of its palatability. Again I say, farm- 
ers, try this crop. It may nieaa much 
to you. Peas bring nitrogen to the soil 
from the air. A crop of peas may bo j 
taken from tho soil, and it will be richer 
ill nitrogen after the removal of the crop 
thai), before it was grown. That is a 
'cheaper way of getting nitrogen than 
buying it from the manufacturer of fer- 
tilizers. 
; 


As a food for horses, one-third peas 


would be better than one-half. Peas are 
not commonly fed to horses because of 
their "' "dearncss'.jfts compared with bats 
and because oi the greater labor of 
grinding them when fed whole, "owing 
to their hardness. 


Tobacco Stems as fertilizers. 


Tobacco stems supply both nitrogen 


and potash. These stems must not be 
confused with tobacco stalks. Stems 
aro the midribs of the leaf that are- dis- 
carded when the leaf is cut into wrap- 
pers or stemmed for the English mar- 
kets. They are largely employed in :fer- 
tilizing tobacco fields; also potatoes, 
corn, grass and other potash feeding 
crops. Stems vaiy considerably in anal- 
ysis, according to the quantity of sand 
and water present. American Agricul- 
turist in this connection 'gives tho fol- 
lowing information: 
* 
; 


Tobacco stems are nsnallyagood pur- 


chase at $10 per ton. Kentucky stems 
contain «bout 25 per cent water, C3 per 
cent -organic and volatile matter, in- 
cluding 1.8 per cent nitrogen :vud IS per 
cent mineral matter, of which abont 
8 per cent is potash aud 1 per cent phos- 
phoric acid. Seed leaf stems are usually 
drier, containing abput the same quan- 
tity of nitrogen aud phosphoric acid, 
but one-fourth less potash. As with all 
coarse iniiterial, stems should bo applied 
very early in the spring, and the better 
plan is to plow them under in the fall. 
They supply both nitrogen and potash 
and are well suited to tho tobacco crop. 
They are so popular in the Connecticut 
valley that all the steins available, have 
been used, andabofore the season for sell- 
ing closed— about Juno 10 — each year 
has found the dealers with their stocks 
exliausted and their late orders unfilled, 
from 3,000 to 5,000 tons of stems being 
used annually. ' 


Invest ijjutious of Uaplo Sap. 


The tabulated data,- including tlio gen- 


eral range ia percentage of saccharose 
found iii sap of various trees during 
three years, have been published by th« 
Now Hampshire station. The range iu 
percentage. OA augftr \vaa Very wiuu, tlio 
richest sap coming from fully developed 
trees. Thero was a decrease iu the per- 
centage of sugar as the sciisou advanced. 
In the trials so far tho sap. from tuc 
north side was richest, and sap from the 
trunk was richer than that from tho 
branches. Deep tapping gave more sap 
thiin shallow. -and tapping on the south 
side gave nioro than on the north sido. 
Tapping twice close together showed 
no advantage. Sirnpa from soft.ninples 
were inferior in color and flavor to those 
from rock maples.

The Dayton Northern condemna- 


tion suit against the Faurot property, 
located south of the P., Ft. W. & C. 
railroad and west of the Lima North- 
era railroad, to appropriate ten acres 
of land for the Day ton Northern rail- 
road, tc be used for a section of the 
road and the location of the "Y 
connecting the Dayton Northern and 
Luna Northern tracks, ended last 
night, after a long and warmly-con- 
tested fight on the part of both par- 
ties. The case was tried In the pro- 
bate court, occupied five days, and 
many witnesses were examined. 
The 


plat of land over which the litigation 
was brought contained 211 acres, lOi 
acres of which is to be appropriated 
by the railroad. Oathls, Mr, Faurot 
placed a value of $2,100 an acre, and 
sought, through his own testimony 
and that of others, to show that it 
was worth that for building lots and 
stone quarry purposes. 
He also 


claimed that tue remainder of the 
land was damaged to the extent of 
fl.500 an acre, making his claim fcr 
the transfer of the land and damages, 
137,500. He claimed other,damages 
to tfce extent of 93,500, making "the 
total $41,000. 


The Union Oil Company, which 


had the land leased for oil purpose;, 
was also a party 
defendant and 


sought to obtain $6,000 damages. 
The Day ton Northern people believed 
that the amount 
asked for the 


land and damages was exorbitant and 
decided to seek possession by condem- 
nation proceedings and allow twelve 
men to name the amount the railway 
company should pay for the posses- 
sion of the property. The case was 
argued yesterday and at 3:40 p. m. the 
Jury, which had been charged, retired 
to consider the evidence. By supper 
time they had not arrived at a ver- 
diet. They were taken to the hotel 
for their suppers and then returned 
to the jury room, where they re- 
mained until 9:15 o'clock, when they 
returned with a verdict, which was 
about one-sixth the amount asked by 
Mr. Faurot. 


The jury placed the value of the 


land to be appropriated by the rail- 
road at $6,300 and the damages on 
the remaining 10 acres at ISOO. The 
Union Oil Company was given $200 
damages. The Dayton Northern now 
has the entire right of way from the 
Mayo property adjacent to the Lake 
Erie Railroad to the Lima Northern, 
and as rapidly as possible will push 
to completion that part of the Day- 
ton Northern extending from the 
Lake Erie to the Lima Northern. -

The ten thousand dollar passenger 


station to ba constructed on east 
Wayne street, for the Dayton North- 
ern Eiilroad Co., Is to be completed 
within not more than sixty days and 
trains will be running into the ne 
station as soon as it is completed. 
Such was the Information gained by 
a TIMES-DEMOCEAT representative to- 
day from Col. W. C. Browa, of New 
York, who is secretary ot the Dayton 
Northern and who is in the city for 
the purpose of cseeln« to the con- 
struction of the new station. 


The contract for the construction 


of the depot was awarded last night 
to contractor W. A. On, of this 
city, and in corroboratlon of Col. 
Brown's statement work was com- 
menced to-day upon the clearing of 
the grounds where the building Is to 
be erected. 


The contract provides that the 


structure .shall be completed within 
ninety days, but contractor 
Orr 


states that that length of time will 
not be necessary unless something un- 
foreseen occurs to delay the work. He 
Is confident the new depot will be in 
use in sixty days, 


The old Mayo 
elevator, which 


stood where the Dayton Northern 
station will be erected, Is being re- 
moved south of Wayne street, and 
material for the construction will be 
on , the grounds Immediately. 
As 


was stated in the TIMES-DEMOCRAT 
some time ago, the depot will be a 
two-story structure, with offices on 
the second floor, and a tower and big 
clock above; The structure will have 
a blue stone foundation up to the 
water table, and above that buff 
stone from the BIsley quarries will be 
used. The building will have tile 
fioorsj will be lighted with electricity, 
heated with steam, and will be mod- 
ern in construction and equipment 
throughout.
